Inauguration  Day,  1993 

This  year  offered  a  unique  opportunity  to  LFC  students. 
Not  many  can  say  that  they've  seen  the  inauguration  of 
their  alma  mater's  president.  Yet.  on  Friday.  October  1st. 
LFC  inaugurated  David  Spadafora  as  its  12th  President. 

The  ceremony  took  place  in  the  Johnson  Science  Center 
Courtyard  at  3:30  in  the  afternoon.  The  program  included 
music  by  the  Partitura  Danza  Tedesca  String  Quartet  and 
was  attended  by  representatives  from  over  fifty  colleges 
and  universities  from  across  the  country.  Former  LFC 
presidents  William  Graham  Cole  (1960-1969)  and  Eugene 
Hotchkiss  (1970-1993)  were  also  among  the  distinguished 
guests.

Lead- 
ing users  of  F>aper  based 
products  took  an  un- 
precedented recycling 
stance.  Lake  Forest  Col- 
lege, too,  has  started  a 
student  recycling  pro- 
gram, "I  think  that  the 
school  is  making  an  ef- 
fort. Organizations  like 
LEAP  are  really  trying. 
Over  all,  in  four  years, 
major  changes  have 
been  for  the  best,"  says 
senior  Brant  Dykehouse 
on  recycling  and  the  en- 
vironemnt. 
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The  AIDS  virus  continues  to  spread.  The  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention 
estimates  there  will  be  40,000  to  80,000  new  HIV  infections  in  the  United  States  this  year. 
President  Clinton  appointed  Kristine  Gebbie  as  his  AIDS  policy  coordinator,  also  called  the 
AIDS  czar,  to  oversee  government  AIDS  programs.  In  a  move  to  help  inform  the  public  about 
the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  AIDS,  the  Clinton  Administration  created  several  new  AIDS 
awareness  public  service  announcements  emphasizing  the  use  of  condoms.  This  public 
service  campaign  has  been  well  received,  but  was  criticized  by  the  major  television  networks 
for  not  emphasizing  abstinence  as  a  means  of  prevention. 


Presidents  come  and  go,  and  Illinois  Democratic  Rep.  Dan 
Rostenkowski  has  been  around  for  nine  of  them.  He  is  a 
premier  Washington  powerbroker.  As  chairman  of  the  pow- 
erful House  Ways  and  Means  Committee,  he  is  a  master  of 
details  and  a  masterful  consensus  builder.  His  conimittee  will 
handle  virtually  every  major  Clinton  initiative,  from  taxes  to 
trade  to  health  reform.

Janet  Reno  is  the  first  wom- 
an attorney  general  of  the 
United  States.  As  the  na- 
tion's head  crime  fighter, 
she  confronts  growing  prob- 
lems —  drugs,  gangs,  vio- 
lence. The  55  year  old  pros- 
ecutor —  a  self-described 
"awkward  old  maid"  —  has 
become  a  crusader  for 
America's  children.  Reno's 
save-the-  family  campaign  is 
one  of  her  many  projects  re- 
ceiving global  recognition. 
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First  Lady  Hillary  Rodham  Clinton  chaired  the  White  House 
task  force  that  devised  the  health  security  plan.  The  pro- 
posal calls  for  employers  to  pay  80  percent  of  their  workers' 
average  health  care  premiums  and  workers  would  pay  the 
rest.  The  estimated  cost  of  implementing  the  program  for 
the  federal  government  will  be  $350  billion  over  the  course  of 
five  years. 
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Lumberjacks  clashed  with  environmentalists  in  the  Northwest 
part  of  the  country  over  the  fate  of  some  of  the  nation's  oldest 
forests.  Their  central  conflict  revolves  around  the  spotted  owl.

Most 
people  think  he's 
guilty,"  says  freshman, 
Nicole  Cooksey. 


Duran  Duran  came  back.  The  hitmakers  and  video  icons  of  the  1980's  came  back  with  a  hot 
self-titled  album.  The  British  band  was  formed  in  1980,  then  split-up  about  five  years  later 
and  regrouped  the  following  year.  "Duran  Duran"  was  also  the  name  of  their  first  record, 
which  came  out  in  1981.  The  quintet's  latest,  "Duran  Duran,"  is  a  big  hit.  And  so  is  the  single 
from  that  album,  "Ordinary  World,"  which  hit  the  top  ten.  Not  only  has  Duran  Duran  been  a 
popular  group  across  the  country,  but  they  have  proved  their  popularity  in  the  Chicagoland 
area.  The  band  traveled  back  to  the  area  for  a  third  concert  in  late  January  which  was  hosted 
by  nearby  Northwestern  University  in  Evanston. 


Nirvana,  Seattle's  sainted  grunge  trio,  released  a  new  album 
in  September.  "In  CItero"  got  great  reviews.  In  it,  the  group 
resumed  the  punk  tirades  introduced  on  its  debut  album 
"Bleach"  and  continued  in  the  1991  release  "Nevermind," 
which  was  an  instant  classic.  It  sold  more  than  4  million 
copies  and  spawned  a  Seattle  slew  of  grunge-meisters  re- 
sumed to  the  punk  tirades. 


Dwayne  and  Raphael  Wig- 
gins and  cousin  Timothy 
Christian  Riley  are  Tony! 
Toni!  Tone!.  Their  most  re- 
cent third  album  "Sons  of 
Soul"  is  a  follow-up  to  the 
1990  R&B  hit  record  "The 
Rivival."  Rolling  Stone  mag- 
azine said:  "The  album 
blends  old  values  with  new, 
sometimes  with  Sheer  funk 
force,  others  with  frisky 
fun."

All  sides  are 
guilty.  There  are  victims 
on  all  sides.  We're  not 
getting  all  the  informa- 
tion over  here,  and 
that's  hurting  a  lot  of 
people.  Everyone  is  suf- 
fering &  wants  it  to  be 
over.  Whether  you're  a 
Serb,  Croat,  or  Muslim, 
they  shouldn't  have  to 
fear  death,  starvation,  or 
the  loss  a  family  mem- 
ber," says  sophomore 
Anji  Milanovic. 


Enemies  to  the  death  for  three  decades,  Israel  and  the  Palestine  Liberation  Organization 
(PLO),  opened  a  new  era  in  their  blood  soaked  history  by  recognizing  each  other's 
legitimacy.  Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin  (left)  and  the  PLO  chairman,  Yasser  Arafat  (right), 
signed  a  treaty  at  the  White  House.  The  Mideast  accord  was  the  product  of  months  of  secret 
negotiations  conducted  mainly  in  Norway.  The  accord  sanctioned  the  creation  of  an 
autonomous  Palestinian  homeland  in  the  Gaza  Strip  and  Jericho.  However,  the  two  sides  still 
have  many  wrinkles  to  iron  out.  These  discrepenices  are  moving  the  timeline  back  and  are 
raising  questions  whether  or  not  and  how  much  autonomy  will  exist  between  the  two  sides. 


Mohamed  Farrah  Aidid,  the  feared  warlord  in  the  devastated 
country  of  Somalia,  eluded  United  Nations  military  forces  for 
months.  A  (J.S.  led  multinational  force  arrived  in  the  war- 
torn  country  last  year  to  help  feed  the  starving  population 
and  bring  peace  to  the  country  that  was  run  by  warlords  after 
more  than  350,000  Somalis  died  from  the  fighting  and 
famine. 


Sheik  Omar  Abdel-Rahman 
was  the  accused  leader  of  a 
group  of  terrorists  that  ex- 
ploded a  bomb  in  the  World 
Trade  Center.  More  than 
1,000  were  injured  and  6 
died.  The  55  year  old  Egyp- 
tian sheik  has  been  linked  to 
dozens  of  terrorist  plots 
around  the  country,  includ- 
ing plots  to  bomb  other  New 
York  City  buildings,  the  Unit- 
ed Nations  and  the  Lincoln 
and  Holland  tunnels.

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Yasser  Arafat  made  history  in  September  when  he  signed  a 
peace  treaty  with  Israel.  The  64  year  old  leader  of  the 
Palestine  Liberation  Organization  once  told  a  reporter:  "I  am 
a  freedom  fighter.  1  am  sure  this  is  the  way  that  history  will 
remember  me."  But  Arafat  is  also  a  politician,  going  out  of 
his  way  to  kiss  babies,  shake  hands,  work  the  crowds  — 
always  showing  that  he  was  something  more  than  just  a 
fighter. 


Russian  President  Boris  Yeltsin  dissolved  parliament  in  an 
unprecedented  move  in  late  September  and  announced  new 
elections  in  a  bold  attempt  to  end  his  feud  with  hard  liners.

After  two  years  of 
exile  that  followed  an  army  coup  that  over- 
threw him,  President  Aristide  was  set  to 
return  home.

Can  I  Just 
Tell  You.  .  . 

This  summer  the  Missis- 
sippi River  reached  one 
of  its  all  time  high  flood 
stages.  The  states  that 
got  hit  the  hardest  were 
Iowa,  Illinois,  and  Mis- 
souri, causing  major 
damage.  Junior  Jeff 
Johnson  helped  out  in 
his  home  town  Quincy, 
Illinois.  "1  had  the  day 
off,  so  a  friend  and  1 
went  to  help  sand-bag 
for  10  to  12  hours. 
Everyone  felt  like  it  was 
a  bonding  thing.  It's 
amazing  to  see  what  wa- 
ter can  do  to  things.  It 
looks  like  a  bomb  has 
dropped.  It's  nothing. 
It's  incredible.  It's  des- 
olate," says  Johnson. 


Bill  Clinton  became  the  42nd  president  of  the  United  States  in  1993.  The  former  governor 
from  Arkansas  struggled  through  his  first  few  months  in  the  White  House,  suffering  a  defeat 
for  a  jobs  bill  and  delays  in  his  health  care  reform  efforts.  But  by  September,  the  47  year  old 
president  was  a  seasoned  veteran;  his  tax  reform  bill  passed,  the  health  care  package  was 
being  fine  tuned  and  there  was  peace  in  the  Mideast.  Recently,  however,  the  Clinton's  have 
gotten  themselves  in  hot  water  when  allegations  surrounding  their  dealings  with  a  failed 
savings  and  loan  in  Arkansas  surfaced.  Currently,  the  Clinton's  dealings  are  being  in- 
vestigated by  the  attorney  general. 


Ross  Perot,  the  Texas  computer  tycoon  and  erstwhile  pres- 
idential candidate,  keeps  his  public  image  alive  after  he  lost 
his  presidential  bid.  Perot  won  19  percent  of  the  vote  in  the 
1992  presidential  election  in  a  historic  independent  pres- 
idential candidacy.  He  has  repeatedly  said  he  has  no  plans  to 
run  again  in  1996,  but  the  multi-billionaire  keeps  an  ex- 
tensive travel  schedule. 


The  PLO  and  Israel,  in  a  his- 
toric breakthrough  after  dec- 
ades of  warfare,  agreed  to 
officially  recognize  each  oth- 
er. One  of  the  prime  archi- 
tects of  that  agreement  was 
Israel's  foreign  minister, 
Shimon  Peres.  Prime  min- 
ister of  Israel,  Yitzhak  Rabin, 
and  PLO  chairman,  Yasser 
Arafat,  signed  the  historic 
treaty  on  the  front  lawn  of 
the  White  House  in  the  fall  of 
1993.

The  book  was  published  at  500  copies  and  272  pages,  an  extraordinary  length  for  a  school  our 
size.  The  pages  are  printed  on  80*  Enamel  paper  with  a  Smyth  binding.  Headlines  were  set  in  36  pt.  Kabel  Bold  body  copy  is  10 
pt,  Konnna  and  division  pages  are  set  in  Caslon  Openface.  We  had  yet  another  new  Taylor  rep  this  year,  but  that  was  ok  because 
It  was  Bryan!  Bryan  Balch  is  one  cool  guy  and  was  always  available  when  called  upon  to  save  us.  My  heartfelt  thanks  qo  out  to 
him  —  1  know  it's  your  job,  but  you  do  it  so  well! 

We  use  Taylor's  yearbook  software,  the  Vision  Series.  In  particular,  we  use  Type  Vision  and  Index  Vision,  but,  because  of  a  lack 
of  funds,  we  have  not  been  able  to  convert  to  their  page  layout  software,  which  means  we  still  have  to  lay  out  each  page  by  hand 
Keep  in  mind,  each  page  takes  an  average  of  one  to  one  and  a  half  hours  to  complete.
